OHO of tha big gnu*, evt<n though tbe 
armor itaolf waa caunble of k<*piug the 
projectile out. Hitherto all U'.su of 
armor have been nude against unyield- 
ing wooden batta. Today the United 
btates, for the first time ciuoe the use uf 
modern gnus and uuideru, armor, begau 
to di'termiue the actual 


•train and injury to which a battleship 
would be subjected if struck by a pro- 
Jaoiile. 
For tbat purpose a side armor plate of 
tbe battleship, now bnildiug at tbe 
Cramps yards in Philadelphia, waa 
fitted upon an actual reproduction of a 
eectiou of the ship. It coiuusted of the 
iuunr aud outer bottoms of Sre-eigiiths 
inch steel forming compartment*, with 
lateral steel bulkheads four feet apart. 
Ouuide the outer bottom was the skin 
of five-eighths steel, and between this 
and tbe 14-inch armor plate were 10 
inches of solid oak backing. Above 
was the protection deck and below tho 
main deck, the whole being backed 
above and below by oak of the estimat- 
ed strength of th*> jir<>f««lM»n anil main 
d»*lw. The plate itself was 16 fuet by 
7,1;,, 14 iuches thick at the top aud slop- 
ing toward the bottom to a thickucs* of 
seven inches. 


The importance of the test was such 
that Sw-rt'tary Herbert himself went 
(Unvw to the river to witness it, and 
there were more than the usual number 
of officers from the ordnance aud con- 
struction bureaus. 


The shots were fired at 250 yards, at 


right angles to theplat*-. tosKsure the 
normal impact. The first was a 
pound Carpenter projectile from a 10- 
jiich gun, driven by 140 |>uund,4 of Du- 
pout's brown prismatic powder. 
It 


struck the plate with a velocity of 1, 
feet per second, or with au eutrjjy of 
741,000 foot pounds. The projectile was 
driven into the plate about six inches. 
Not a single injury to the backing was 
discovered after a careful elimination, 
nave tha sheering of nine bolts connect- 
ing the protwtion deck with the armor. 
This was uot considered serious at best. 


The second shot was also from a 10- 


inoh gun, but the powder charge was 
increased to SCO pounds, which increased 
the velocity to 1,863 fet't i>er sw.>nd, so 
that it struck with aa energy of 931,000 
foot pounds. This shot also speut itself 
ou the plate without creating a sign of 
a crack or injury or straining the fraint: 
work. There was not a bulge iu the 
plate or fnuue of tho vessel. A single 
twit, however, was driven out. 


Having thus tested the 1 4-inch plate. 


it was decided to subject the framework 
to a still severer test, and au boO-pound 
WheeliT-iSh-rling shell, ilriven by 46C 
pounds of powder, was fired at it from 
li 12-inch Rim- The projectile struck 
with a velocity of 1,800 f*-et per second, 
or an energy of 1,530,000 f«»ot pounds. 
This shot should, according to the esti 
mates, huvo jjenetrated au 18-inoh plate, 
Alrhongh it crooked the plat«\ already 
weukeueci by the two pn^vious shots, 
and penetrated to the wood backing, it 
did not get through the backing. 


Tbe enormous recoil of the plate, 


however, pulled it from the wood about 
three-fourths of au inch. It was struck 
plose to a bolt and sent it with tremen- 
dous forco across the compartment 
against the inner bottom, which was 
bulged but uot penetrated. The outer 
bottom was slightly bulged also, aiu: 
the bulkhead, where the shot struck 
buckled. 


Ou the whole, the result of the test 


with the plate and framework was con- 
sidered remarkable. The plate with 
stood the government test for a 14-inch 
plate splendidly. The rgsi.stiinoe of the 
tnuuework really astonished all,

Du Gray, who happened 
to be in that part of the city at the 
time, summoned Dr. Terwiiliger and 
notified Chief Haller. 
When the for- 


mer arrived he found the man suffer 
lug greatly, his entire right side be- 
ing paralyzed. 


With the assistance of Chief Hal- 


ler, 
Dr. Terwiiliger removed Mr. 


Haller to the Meyers hospital, where 
his identity was afterwards learned 
and his wife summoned. 


At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon the 


patient was still unconscious and in a 
dangerous condition. 


When seen, Mrs. Haller stated that 


her husband was 55 years of age and 
had never been seriously ill before in 
his life. 


Telegrams were sent to relatives 


living near McGuffy.

superintendent's headquarters from 
the Donze block to the Holmes block 
in the near future. 


A new and modern building on the 


grounds now occupied by the west 
school building has been suggested 
by one member of the board, but it 
will hardly be advocated very strong- 
ly by the board In general until next 
year. 


The old west building has been 


considered both unsanitary and un- 
safe for some time, and a new struc- 
ture, with more room and many need- 
ed conveniences, would be a vast im- 
provement, by which the city and 
schools would derive much benefit. 
The location is an ideal one for a 
modern structure, in which the head- 
quarters of the superintendent and 
board and 4 convenient hall for insti- 
tutes could be located.
